I-argcst item in roc ripts was 
from taxes which brouit lit in $88,- 
756.29. which also incluiLcd receipts 
from all penalties and ll«ens. 

licenses and permdts issued 
amounted to $1,298 for the Bor- 
ough. A new item listed in receipts 
this year was $1.53.92 us "grants 
and gifts," which constituted the 
money received from donations to 
the defense fund. 

The four major expenditure 
items were as follows: 

For administration. 1 11,250; po- 
lice protection. $14,849; lire protec- 
tion, $15,301, and highways, $11.- 
264. 

Auditors also include a report on 
the various sinking fiLiids of the 
Borough and the out* landing in- 
debtedness.

To Sing At Club 
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Rotary Speaker spent 
Six Years in Japan 
Before the War 

The military of Japan must be 
completely destroyed before the 
war can end. Roger I) til-man told 
members of the Rula-Csnwyd-Nar- 
berth Rotary Club Tuesday noon. 

Rurman, a member otf the Phila- 
delphia Rotary Club, is associated 
with the National Casta Register 
Company. and was stationed in 
Japan for six years. On I>ecembcr 
7. 1941, he was in Honolulu, only 
a few miles from Pearl Harbor. 

He and his neighbors believed 
the bombing of Pearl Harbor to be 
1'nited States maneuvers for some 
time after it started. 

Barman painted a wlvid word 
picture for the Kotar ians of the 
preparations which the Japanese 
made for this war. They reduced 
the entire population t o the same 
economic level, so tha« everyone 
shared equally in the cont of the 
% ar. Goods were constantly ship- 
ped out which those im Japan be- 
lieved were destined foar the China 
front but which actual ly. he said, 
were stored on Island stations in 
preparation for war with the Unit- 
ed States. 

For months before* the war 
started. Burman reported, he and 
all other aliens in Japan were 
shadowed by Japanese ngents. 

Japan is a vital target for bomb- 
ing, said the speaker. In Tokio 
and Yokohama, there awe hundreds 
of tiny alleyways, wher« residences 
have been converted into small 
factories employing from five to 
ten men engaged In mn-tiufacturing 
small parts for planes, weapons or 
munitions. These tinry factories 
feed Into the larger Tactories. so 
that the war industries are thor- 
oughly decentralized and only 
equally thorough bombatig will put 
them out of commlsslo-n.

Dr. Lerrigo has the unusual rec- 
ord of having been a homo mission- 
ary, a foreign missionary and for 
many years one of the Kxecutive 
Secretaries of the American aBptist 
Foreign Mission Society. 

At the age of 15 he decided to 
become a medical missionary, and 
later took a course an medicine in 
New York. After his hospital train- 
ing was completed, he spent two 
years as medical missionary on St. 
Lawrence Island, Alaska, where he 
also served as postmaster, under the 
I'. S. (lovcrnmejit. 

Accepted by the American Bap- 
tist Foreign Mission Society for 
service overseas. Dr. and Mrs. Ler- 
rigo wore sent to the Philippine 
Islands in 1902. Dr. Lerrigo estab- 
lished the first hospital at Cairlz. 
He returned In 1913 to serve as 
District Secremry of New England 
and later as Kxecutive Secretary of 
the Fve-Year Program, a progres- 
sive Baptist movement launched In 
191«.

Use of Party-line 
Phones Has Increased 
Since War Started 

War has increased the number of 
Pennsylvania families using party- 
line Bell telephone service by ap- 
proximately 100.000 since Pearl 
Harbor, according to Herbert J, 
Bruder. district manager of the 
Bell Telephone Company. 

Greatly increased use of party- 
lines has made it possible to meet 
the increased demands for war- 
time service with a minimum of 
critical materials, he said. 

Nearly 75 per cent of all resi- 
dential telephone service in the 
State is now provided by party- 
lines. Mr. Bruder said. On the 
basis of the average size family, 
this means that approximately 2,- 
700.000 Pennsylvanians are now 
sharing their home telephone fa- 
cilities with others. 

The Bell official pointed out 
three important rules of telephone 
etiquette which should be particu- 
larly stressed during war time: Be 
brief; be a good ''telephone neigh- 
bor"; and do not make needless 
calls.

County Commissioners Fred C. 
Peters. Foster C. Hillegass and 
Raymond K. Mensch, are planning 
to send statements to all taxpayers 
of the County whose properties 
have been liened for unpaid real 
estate taxes for- 1942, it Was an- 
nounced this week. 

These statements will indicate the 
total amount of delinquent real 
estate taxes owed the township or 
borough, school district and county. 

The procedure is a continuation 
of the plan originated and begun 
last year by the County Commis- 
sioners its a service to the tax 
payers. 

I-ast Monday was the final day 
for tax collectors of the 62 political 
sub-divisions of the County to file 
liens with the County Commission- 
ers on properties where taxes re- 
mained unpaid. If such taxes are 
not paid within the legal period, the 
County Treasurer is required to dis- 
pose of tse properties at public sale. 
At a recent such sale, the Treasur- 
er sold approximately 500 lots, most 
of thorn to the County since there 
were but few bidders. The num- 
ber of properties disposed of at this 
salo was considerably smaller than 
at tho previous Treasurer's sale. In- 
dicating that more properties are 
being reclaimed through payment 
of back taxes. 

This statement enables taxpayers 
to check the amount of delinquent 
taxes with their own records, spot 
any discrepancies or errors and 
take up the matter with the proper

REPLACEMENTS OF LOST GAS 
COXJPONS AND RATION BOOKS 

Take good care of your gasoline ration coupons — but if 
you do lose yours, or if they are stolen or destroyed, here's the 
amended procedure recently announced by OPA: 

Where application is made for replacement of lost or 
stolen gasoline coupon books or bulk coupons, the board shall 
waive the 10-day or 60-day waiting periods where such re- 
quirement would result in extreme hardship upon the individual, 
impede essential transportation or be contrary to public interest. 

Where application for replacement is made to a board 
other than the board which originally issued the coupon book or 
bulk coupons which are to be replaced, an additional copy of the 
application shall be made, to be forwarded to that board. 

In order to make procedure covering the issuing of new 
ration books uniform, the Philadelphia Office of Price Adminis- 
tration has announced that it is no longer necessary to advertise 
lost books before applying to local boards for new ones. 

Persons who have lost their ration books must make out 
application in duplicate to their ration board, one to serve for 
the Board's records, the other to be turned over to the OPA en- 
forcement division for investigation. 



ENGINEERING DEFENSE TRAINING 
COURSES AT HAVERFORD 

Free evening courses for men and women in Strength of 
Materials, in Radio and in Industrial Organic Chemistry will 
shortly be offered at Haverford College. These courses in En- 
gineering Defense Training are sponsored by the U. S. Office of 
Education and are designed to prepare qualified High School 
graduates for specialized positions in war industries. 

The classes will meet two or three evenings a week and 
continue for 1 2 to 1 5 weeks. The courses are designed to pre- 
pare men and women for employment in war industries as lab- 
oratory assistants, at technical aids in research, testing and draft* 
ing, and for further training in scientific work. 

Students must be high school graduates, with two years of 
mathematics or have had equivalent training. 

Tuition is free but students will be required to purchase 
their own text-books. A personal interview will be required of 
all registrants.

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It isn't unusual these days to hear 
children discussing problems which 
once would have been considered 
way over their heads. Sometimes, 
it is true, what they have to con- 
tribute doesn't add a great deal to 
the .sum of thought on the subject. 
Put that isn't so important as the 
fait that they are Interested to dis- 
cuss with wholehearted zest, sub- 
jects which we. as children, would 
have considered heavy assignments. 
For Instance, on a rccnt Saturday 
morning, a panel of children took 
over the New York Times had to 
discuss "What k.lnd of a world do 
we want after the war?" Now that 
is :i ciuestion children's anwers to 
which are of vital interest — for they 
will live in and manage that world. 

First, as to the children's stand 
mi the part our country should play 
In the post-war world, there was 
only one isolationist In the lot. The 
others snowed him under with well 
thought-out reasons for assuming 
our share of responsibility for 
world co-nperation and the outlaw- 
ing of aggression. One of the girls 
summed it all up when she said, 
"We have to learn to live together 
because we can't get off the globe." 

Another girl said she wanted a 
world in which all nations could be 
like u happy family — which may be 
world relations and family Life but 
certainly speaks pleasant volumes 
for the child's own home back- 
ground! 

A lovely looking ChLnese girl, so 
tiny *he could scarcely see over 
the table around which the panel 
gathered, sounded a warning 
against allowing war to destroy the 
trt and beauty of the world. All 
the children immediately shared 



her concern and showed both 
knowledge and appreciation of Chi- 
na's great and ancient culture. How 
different from the picture we were 
given In school of China as a 
healthen country! 

Yes, In spite of today's ghastly 
enmities we are making some prog- 
ress In our teaching of racial and 
national tolerance. For we now put 
the emphasis on true understand- 
ing, that is. on trying to see other 
peoples as they appear to them- 
selves. We used to emphasize how 
noble and broadmlnded It was to 
be tolerant, which resulted In a lot 
of earnest folks believing in toler- 
ance on principle, yet lacking un- 
derstanding or appreciation of the 
real worth of those toward whom 
they were being Intellectually gen- 
erous. 

Another advance In teaching is 
that nowadays children learn in 
school how alike all human beings 
are while we were drilled Ln the dif- 
ferences among peoples. Dr. Irwin 
lOdnian In his book "Professor's 
Holiday," has a deUghtful chapter 
on a discovery he made ln Syria 
of how college sophomores are the 
same the world over — they have the 
same problems, the same doubts 
and ask Identical questions of their 
professors! 

Hut there was one thing that al- 
most frightened me about the good 
will these boys and girls expressed 
at the New York Times Forum. For 
1 was reminded of how most young 
people felt during the last war, how 
ready they were to help fashion a 
new and better world. The older 
generation denied them their 
chance. Do we dure let that hap- 
pen again?

This Week in 
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Washington, D. S. (KWNS) — 
Following Its spring recess, the 
House of Representatives hopes 
now to get the highly controver- 
sial question of taxes settled within 
the next few days. Bitter fights on 
the floor are expected before a bill 
is enacted, since the Democrats and 
Republicans are still at loggerheads 
over the "forgiveness" of taxes on 

1942 Income, but they are closer 
together than they were and all 
members realize that the tax ques- 
tion has been delayed too long al- 
ready and must be passed on to the 
Senate as quick as possible. 

What ever plan the House agrees 
on will probably be changed by the 
Senate unless It turns out to be a 
plan which the public favors. The 
Democrats, who were opposed to 
any forgiveness of 1942 taxes and 
were cool to a pay-as-you-go plan 
for this year, have now partially 
agreed to both plans but they have 
been influenced primarily by the 
possibilities of this plan for increas- 
ing government income rather than 
by the basic merits of putting tax- 
ation on a cash basfs. 

The plan approved by the Ways 
and Means Committee calls for a 20 
per cent withholding tax (deduc- 
tion from salaries and wages) be- 
gining July I. plus the cancellation 
of aprpoximately half of 1942 tax 
Indebtedness. Under its plan the 
Government would collect from 
three to live billion more during 

1943 than It would under the pres- 
ent tax program. 

The Republicans will probably 
continue to fight for the Ruml plan, 
which would forgive all of 1942 tax 
payment of whatever taxes are es- 
sential out of 1943 income. The 
President has said that tax income 
this year must be $16, 000, 000, 000 
greater than last. The committee 
plan would not make, this possible, 
but might be supplemented by a 
sales tax or some other form of 
taxation to make up the difference. 

Congress' chief interest this 
week, outside of the tax problem, 
Is the growing restlessness of labor, 
the increasing number of strikes 
and the defiance of government au- 
thority by John L. Lewis and other

union leaders. Although the Presi- 
dent can order the army to inter- 
vene whenever labor conditions get 
out of hand, it is apparent that 
this offers no permanent solution. 
It Is also apparent that if any la- 
bor group, which has had Its wages 
adjusted according to th e "Uttle 
Steel formula," is given another 
Increase, unions in all fields will 
demand similar increases and farm- 
ers will demand higher prices. 

The President's "hold the line" 
order would indicate that he does 
not Intend to permit new increases, 
but he may be forced to use army 
persuasion to keep mines and fac- 
tories working at full speed. Con- 
gressmen are aroused by the many 
letters they are receiving Indicating 
that the public pictures the labor 
fight as a battle between John L.. 
Lewis and the 1'nited States Gov- 
ernment. 

There Is. / however, some public 
support of Mr. Lewis' contention 
that miners should be paid from 
the time they enter a mine to the 
time they leave, rather than just 
for the hours spent in actual min- 
ing. Rut the operators contend that 
the, miners are now on a 35-hour 
week instead of 4 In order to take 
care of the time involved in get- 
ting to their work. They are paid 
time and a half after 35 hours and 
most of them are now working over 
40 hours.

HEN Wendell Willkie was in Turkey, on his recent mem- 
orable trip around the world, the Axis radio complained of his presence 
in this neutral country. Mr. Willkie's answer to this was simple. "Invite 

Hitler," he said, "to send to Turkey, as a 
representative of Germany, his opposition 
candidate." Thus, succinctly, he expresses 
the fundamental difference between our 
country and the fascist nations. 

Mr. Willkie tells about his global junket 
in a new book, "One World," which was 
promptly selected by the Council on Books 
in Wartime as their third "Imperative" 
book recommended to the nation. In this 
book, Mr. Willkie gives an engrossing ac- 
count of his meetings with Stalin, Chiang 
Kai-shek and other United Nations leaders, 
as well as with the common people of their 
WENDELL WILLKIB coumries . He reports that a great awaken- 
ing is going on among the peoples of the world and expresses hU deep 
conviction that the United Nations must learn to work together now, 
while they fight, if they hope to live together in peace after the war 

is over.

One chapter in Mr. Willkie's book 
deals with his visit to the Siberian Re- 
public of Yakutsk. Besides gold, one of 
the main products of this country is 
fur. Muratov, President of the Council 
of People's Commissars, remarked that 
squirrel pelts were of no value unless 
the animals had been shot through the 
eye.
